Group III , claims(s) 13, drawn to an automated radiosynthesis apparatus as set 
forth in independent claim 13. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I - III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the process of 
generating the radiolabeled products are distinct from one another and require different 
components in order the accomplished the desired goal. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
